The Venti Quintet, formed in 2010, comprises five players studying 
with full scholarships at the Academy. All five have had success 
performing recitals and concerts throughout the UK and abroad. Two 
of the players were category finalists in BBC Young Musician of the 
Year 2010, four were members of the National Youth Orchestra of 
Great Britain and four attended Chetham's School of Music. 


Their experiences range from working with the London Symphony 
Orchestra Academy, to competitions such as the Royal Over-Seas 
League and the Lions Club International. The Venti Quintet players 
have also worked together in various eclectic projects including the 
performance of Pierre Boulez's music at the Queen Elizabeth Hall. 
They also feature regularly in the Academy's Symphony and Concert 
Orchestras. Four of the five hold Principal (or second) roles in the 
University of London Symphony Orchestra with whom they regularly 
perform across the country.

The Academy presents its first International Composer 

Festival, each of which is devoted to the work of a distinguished 
living composer, with a tribute to Wiltold Lutoslawski.

President. The Sinfonia makes its first orchestral visit to Beijing and 
Tokyo. 


The Academy becomes the first conservatoire to be admitted as a 
full member of the University of London, Britain's largest university. 


The Academy's new museum and the David Josefowitz Recital 
Hall are both opened. The new two-year postgraduate Royal 
Academy Opera course is introduced. 


Sir Elton John performs at the Royal Opera House with the 
Academy's Symphony Orchestra and musical theatre choir, raising 
nearly £1 million for the Academy's Sir Elton John Scholarship 
Fund. 


Honorary Doctorates are presented at the Academy for the first 
time. The first recipients are Sir Colin Davis and Sir Elton John. 


The Academy, with generous assistance from the Foyle 
Foundation, acquires Yehudi Menuhin's archive.

A collaborative orchestra of students from the Academy and The 
Juilliard School perform under Sir Colin Davis at the BBC Proms. 
The Academy acquires the ‘Viotti ex-Bruce’ violin by Stradivari 
which was famously saved for the nation. 


In the final events of the Academy's Paganini in London festival, 
Maxim Vengerov plays Paganini's Cannone violin — the instrument's 
first visit to London since Paganini himself played it here. 


Academy students play crucial roles in critically-acclaimed 
performances of Luigi Nono’s Prometeo and Gérard Grisey's Les 
espaces acoustiques at the Southbank Centre, in collaboration with 
The London Sinfonietta. 


New facilities include a suite of practice facilities and an opera 
rehearsal suite. The Academy is ranked Britain's top conservatoire 
in Times Higher Education Table of Excellence, which is based on 
results from the national Research Assessment Exercise. 


Honorary Doctorates are presented to Daniel Barenboim, Pierre 
Boulez and Stephen Sondheim. 


The acclaimed premiere production of Sir Peter Maxwell Davies's 
Kommilitonen!. An Honorary Doctorate is presented to Sir Simon 
Rattle. The Guardian's table for music education is topped by the 
Academy for the third year running. The Academy celebrates a 
century in Marylebone, and 190 years since the first discussions 
which led to its founding in 1822. 


Appointments include Maxim Vengerov, Semyon Bychkov and Sir 
Harrison Birtwistle. An orchestra of Royal Academy of Music and 
Juilliard School students performs at the BBC Proms, conducted 

by John Adams. 


Installation of our new Kuhn organ, donated by Sir Elton John, in the 
Duke's Hall. Planning permission for a new theatre and recital 
hall, designed by renowned architect lan Ritchie CBE, is granted.
